Sen. Hayden 
Reviews Vetoed De- 
fense Highway Bill

WASHINGTON—Sen. Carl Hayden, 


Arizona, shepherding the now vetoed 
$320,000,000 
defense 
hgihway 
bill 


through the senate, gave an enlighten- 
ing exposition on distribution of fed- 
eral highway funds. 


Going back to 1933 and the days of 


the $3,300,000,000 relief bill, Senator 
Hayden explained that he had gone 
to the President and outlined his 


Cl_ 
belief that the quickest way to put 
people to work would be to earmark i 
portion of the relief funds for high- 
way construction. 


The President said he had dclegatcc 


relief to four members of the cabinet 
Secretary of War Dern, Secretary o 
Labor Perkins, Secretary of Intcrioi 
Ickes and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace. 
Dern 
and 
Wallace im- 


mediately approved the plan. Secre- 
taries Ickes and. Perkins balked. 


They were, Senator Hayden do 


clared, without political experience 
They felt that the funds should be 
disbursed in unemployment centers 
Talking to Secretary Ickes, the Sen 
ator said: "Mr. Secretary, you are 
new and without political experience. 
If it becomes known in Arizona that 
a man named Ickes has money in 
Washington to improve the road be- 
tween Tucson and Phoenix, and the 
people ask me to get some money for 
that roa/1, I am coming to see you." 


Secretary Ickes explained that there 


were at least some senators who were 
willing to take that chance. 


Yes, Senator 
Hayden 
explained, 


some senators would be willing to 
take a chance on getting there before 
the other fellow, but finally "you will 
have 96 senators and 435 representa- 
tives on your neck, whereas if the 
matter is handled in the normay way, 
and the money is apportioned among 
the states, so that the work can be 
decentralized, you will not be bother- 
ed with it at all." 


Without 'Political Experience' 
The senator then reported to the 


President that "two members of the 
cabinet who understood the situation" 
approved earmarking the funds and 
apportioning them to the states; but 


thai two members who were without 
political 
experience 
objected 
nnd 


vnnted to create a groat bureaucracy 
n Washington, which would compel 
he sponsor of every road project to 
come to Washington and secure its ap- 
irovnl," 


The President did not want that. 


Senator Hayden said, adding that "that 
was before the bureaucrats in Wash- 
ngton had had time to Influence 
Ills thinking." 


So, with the aid of attorneys from 


the Comptroller General's office, Sen- 
ator 
Hayden 
drew 
the legislation 


which gave the states 5400,000,000 for 
dighways—on n population and mile- 
age apportionment basis that has been 
our policy ever since. There is no 
more mystery to it than that. 


But that doesn't explain all the 


mystery behind the present defense 
highway act. The original survey, 
completed last February, gathered dust 
for months while various departments 
and agencies argued about who would 
have charge of it. Finally, only $125,- 
000,000 was asked, with the suggestion 
that it be disbursed by the President 
on a basis of defense needs. 


When the bill finally passed, Con- 


gress had upped the sum to $'J20,000,- 
000 and gone back to the old appor- 
tionment policy. Dubbed 
as 
pure 


"pork-barrel" legislation by its op- 
ponents, the measure was vetoed by 
the President and the veto upheld in 
the House by the narrowest margin. 


Split Party Lines 
One of the most interesting thing.1 


about the veto was how it spl't party 
lines. It brought Sen. Arthur H. Van 
denburg to the President's defense anc 
called forth the remark from Sen. 
^Kenneth M|Kcl',ar, "I have been 
here eight years under the Adminis- 
tration of Mr. Roosevelt, and, so far 
as I recall, this is the first and only 
time the senator has ever argued that 
President Roosevelt should be trust- 
ed." 


Senator 
Vandenburg 
answered: 


"Well, this is the first and only time 
I can remember that the President has 
ever said anything about economy. 


A new defense highway bill to take 


care of the bridges in the country that 
won't carry a medium tank and to 
build access roads to military and de- 
fense industrial centers already is in 
the making. Best guess is that the new 
bill will total about $100,000,000 less 
than the one that smashed up on the 
presidential veto.

Girls of 19 to 24, ,who have 
already registered, arc being asked to 
volunteer immediately for the ser- 
vices without waiting to be inter- 
viewed. 
This applies especially to 


girls who know their regular jobs 
could be filled by older women. 


By speeding up the registering of

Few Registrees Are In War Work 
Figures ore eloquent. Of the 1,300,000 


women between the ages of 20 and 24 
who had registered up to the early 
part of July, only about 200,000 have 
been transferred to war jobs. Some 
80,000 are now in the three women's 
services, including the land army and 
nurses. 


Over 100,000 have been exempted 


from national service for a variety 
of reasons. All who had homes to look 
after were automatically reserved, and I 
over 300,000 were married or widowed. 
Many of the girls in the early twen- I 
ties may have rushed off to get mar- 
ried just before registration to avoid 
being called upon. 


On the other' hand, every woman 


registered at a labor exchange as un- 
employed for more than 28 days is 
being offered war work. Any one re- 
fusing a job will see her benefit auto- 
matically stopped. Nearly 3000 have 
been notified they could take up work 
in another part of the country or not 
get any further help from the gov- 
ernment.

Silk Stocking 
Sure to Stretch 
the Rubbernecks

Looking at legs seemed to be a 


man's prerogative until the silk stock- 
ing scare. 


Now everyone will be looking at 


your legs. You'd better, too. 


If silk stockings or sheer-as-silk 


substitutes get plentiful again, you 
certainly won't look worse because 
you went in for leg-art lessons. 


You can do your legs a daily good 


turn as simply as this: Be sure your 
shoes are long enough, and the heels 
for walking not too high. Use a brush 
to scrub both your knees and heels 


over your entire leg but particularly 
into your knees, heels, and bottom 
of your feet—after the scrubbing. 


Do some sort of magician act week- 


ly to whisk away hairs. Maybe you 
think the glamour girls of moving 
pictures and model fame have been 
over-emphasizing this, but it is still 
a thing for you to do if you want your 
legs considered chic. 


If you think your legs could be 


smaller and smarter, study them in 
your full-length mirror. Get out your 
tape measure and compare your own 
inches with those suggested as stand- 
ard. Make a chart before you begin 
either massage or exercising. Record 
weekly the measurements for your 
thigh, knee, calf and ankle. Then you 
can see if you are taking your ex- 
ercise correctly enough, long enough 
and regularly enough.

chines is a manufacturers' excise" tax 
of 10 per cent, estimated to yield 51.1 
million. On radio sets, an increase 
from 5.5 to 10 per cent, estimated to 
yield 59-4 million. 


The Office of Price Administration 


and Civilian Supply, however, has un- 
der consideration with these indus- 
tries, programs for curtailing the pro- 
duction by perhaps as much as 2( 
or 50 per cent, just to divert their 
basic materials to defense. If those 
cuts should be made, tax revenues 
from those sources will be cut pro- 
portionately.
